CYPRUS - 

ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT. SYG'S REPORT ON UNFICYP MANDATE AND 
RESUMED CYPRUS TALKS WILL BE CIRCULATED AS ONE DOCUMENT JUNE 10, 

AND "OBSERVATIONS SECTION" IS AS "SHORT AND BLAND" AS IT WAS POSSIBLE 
TO DRAFT IT. SC WILL PROBABLY NOT MEET BEFORE JUNE 13 BECAUSE OF 
SYG'S ABSENCE FROM NEW YORK. CYPRIOTS AND GREEKS SAY THEY ASSUME 
THERE WILL BE TWO RESES, FIRST EXTENDING UNFICYP'S MANDATE 
AND SECOND NOTING SYG'S GOOD OFFICE REPORT AND DECISION OF PARTIES 
TO RESUME TALKS JULY 24. JACOVIDES (CYPRUS) EMPHASIZED THAT 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SCENARIO ASSUMED GOC DECISION NOT TO ATTEMPT FURTHER INTERNAT- 
IONALIZATION AS RESULT OF MEAGER PROGRESS AT VIENNA - DECISION 
HE DOES NOT KNOW HAS BEEN MADE. TURKS ARE ANXIOUS TO KEEP DEXATE 
BRIEF AND UNCONTROVERSIAL. BUT FEAR THAT UNFICYP EXTENSION RES 
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WILL AGAIN REFER TO GOVT OF CYPRUS AND THAT THEY WILL, LIKE LAST 
TIME, BE INSTRUCTED TO REJECT IT. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 1973) 

NAMIBIA IN SECURITY COUNCIL - 

CHINESE, SWEDISH AND TANZANIAN ROLES WERE KEY FACTORS IN SC'S 
FAILURE TO TAKE CONSTRUCTIVE ACTION IN NAMIBIA DEBATE, WHICH 
ENDED WITH TRIPARTITE VETO OF RES CALLING FOR ARMS EMBARGO 
AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. WHILE AFRICANS WERE WELL AWARE THAT SWEDEN'S 
EARLY ANNOUNCEMENT OF SUPPORT OF MANDATORY SANCTIONS WAS CYNICALLY 
INTENDED TO DIVERT SC FROM POSSIBLE ECONOMIC SANCTIONS THAT WOULD 
BE COSTLY TO SWEDISH COMMERICAL INTERESTS, THEY WERE VOCALLY 
GRATEFUL FOR SWEDISH POSITION WHICH ULTIMATELY LED TO THEIR 
DECISION TO TABLE RES SURE TO BE VETOED. ALSO, CHINESE STRONGLY 
OPPOSED CONTACT GROUP AND PUT PRESSURE ON TANZANIAN 
FONMIN TO SEEK HARD RES, PRESUMABLY BECAUSE CHINESE FEARED THAT 
INCLUSION IN CONTACT GROUP OF SYG REP WOULD PLAY INTO HANDS OF 
SOVIETS IN SECRETARIAT. (PRC DEL IS KNOWN TO BE INTENSELY JEALOUS 
OF POWER YIELDED BY USYG SCHEVCHENKO (SOVIET NATIONAL).) WHEN 
NEGATIVE OUTCOME ON NAMIBIA DEBATE ASSURED, CHINESE DID NOT HIDE 
THEIR SATISFACTION AT "PUTTING DOWN" SOVIETS. SOVIETS, WHO AT 
END OF DEBATE SEEMED AWARE THAT CHINESE HAD STOLEN MARCH, 

PLAYED RELATIVELY PASSIVE ROLE. USUN FINDS IT REGRETTABLE THAT 
DEBATE IN WHICH AFRICANS WERE SHOWING STRONG SENSE 
OF REALISM AND PRAGMATISM ENDED UNCONSTRUCTIVELY AS RESULT 
OF SINO-SOVIET RIVALRY. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 1962 

MOZAMBIQUE INDEPENDENCE CERMONIES - 

LIBERIAN FONMIN DENNIS. WHO HAD HEARD THAT USG HAD NOT YET 
RECEIVED INVITATION TO MOZAMBIQUE INDEPENDENCE CELEBRATIONS, 
EXPRESSED DISMAY, SAID HE HAD MENTIONED IT TO TANZANIAN FONMIN, 

AND TOLD AMB BENNETT LIBERIA HOPES FRELIMO WILL, IN FACT, EXTEND 
INVITATION AND LOOK TO FUTURE RATHER THAN TO PAST.

COMITE ON REVIEW AND APPRAISAL - 
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COMITE COMPLETED SESSION JUNE 6 BY APPROVING BRIEF REPORT TRANS- 
MITTING TO ECOSOC SUMMARY RECORDS. DOCUMENTATION AND ALL CONFER- 
ENCE ROOM PAPERS. PAPERS INCLUDED 38-PAGE PRELIMINARY G-77 PRO- 
POSAL FOR TOTAL REVISION OF IDS. THERE WAS EXTENSIVE AND AT 
TIMES HEATED DEBATE OVER G-77 REQUEST TO APPROVE TRANSMISSION OF 
ANNOUNCED TOTAL IDS REVISION, WHICH HAD NOT BEEN DISTRIBUTED, BUT 
WHICH, NEVERTHELESS, WAS TO BE BASIS FOR ECOSOC ACTION. SEVERAL 
DELS DREW ATTENTION TO THIS NOVEL PROCEDURE OF ACCORDING ADVANCE

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL - 

TC ADJOURNED SESSION JUNE 7 FOR ONE OR TWO MONTHS, AFTER 
ADOPTING 3(AUSTRALIA, FRANCE, UK)-0-2(USSR, USLN AMENDED REPORT 
WHICH CONTAINS CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS ON CONDITIONS 
IN MICRONESIA. VOTES ON NUMBER OF SEPARATE PARAS CONCERNING 
MARIANA ISLANDS DISTRICT WERE ALL (3(AUSTRALIA, FRANCE, UK)-1 
(USSR)- 1 (US). REPORT NOTES INTER ALIA PROGRESS WHICH HAS 
BEEN MADE IN CONTINUING EFFORTS OF US TO GRANT SELF-GOVT TO 
PEOPLE OF TTPI, BUT AT SAME TIME URGES US "TO INTENSIFY THOSE 
EFFORTS AND TO DO SO INDEPENDENTLY OF ANY FUTURE POLITICAL 
STATUS NEGOTIATIONS THAT IT MAY PURSUE WITH REPS OF PEOPLE 
OF MICRONESIA." REPORT TO SC WAS APPROVED 4-0-l(USSR). 
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AMB. WHITE, NOTING IT WAS CUSTOMARY FOR ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY 
TO ABSTAIN ON CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING PACIFIC 
ISLANDS TRUST TERRITORY INASMUCH AS THEY WERE ADDRESSED TO 
HER DEL, SAID, NEVERTHELESS, TC’S FINDINGS WOULD BE STUDIED 
CAREFULLY AND GIVEN FULL ATTENTION. 

NEKLESSA (USSR) STATED REPORT DID NOT ADEQUATELY REFLECT 
STATEMENTS BY MICRONESIAN CONGRESS REPS, TC MEMBERS 
AND COMMUNICATIONS CONCERNING UNSATISFACTORY SITUATION 
NOT ONLY IN POLITICAL FIELD, BUT ALSO IN SOVIAL, ECONOMIC 
AND EDUCATIONAL AREAS. HIS GREATES OBJECTION WAS TO SECTION 
DEALING WITH POLITICAL ADVANCEMENT, WHICH FAILED TO INDICATE 
SITUATION WAS UNSATISFACTORY. HE REITERATED THAT FUTURE 
STATUS TALKS WERE CONDUCTED ON UNEQUAL BASIS AND WITHOUT UN 
PRESENCE AND THAT CONGRESS OF MICRONESIA STILL HAD LIMITED POWERS. 
SOVDEL OBJECTED TO ANY MEASURE CONNECTED WITH DISMEMBERMENT 
OF TERRITORY, INCLUDING DISPATCH OF VISITING MISSION IN 
CONNECTION WITH THAT DISMEMBERMENT, HE STATED. 

CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS ON MICRONESIA, AMBONG OTHER 
THINGS, REAFFIRMED "STRONG DESIRE "THAT UNITY OF TERRITORY
